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PREFACE 

F it ſhould be thought a Preſum 2 in me, 
1 who am but a private Man, to offer a Liturgy 

to the World of my own Compoling, when 

there is one already extant, compiled by Biſhops, 
and other dignified Clergymen, and eſtabliſhed by 
Parliament: | 

My Anſwer is; f 

Fir/t. The Eſtabliſhing and Impoſing publick 
Forms of Worſhip by human Authority, is, in my 
Opinion, ſo far from being any Proof of their in- 
trinfic Worth and Excellence, that it is rather an 
Evidence of their Want of it : Things good and ex- 
cellent in themſelves, need no ſuch Aids. 

Secondly. It the Liturgy, by Law eſtabliſhed and 
impoſed, had contained nothing but what I could 
have aſſented to, I ſhould not have taken the Pains 
to compole another, neither ſhould I have troubled 
the World in this public Manner, if there had not 
been others beſides myſelf, who, tho hearty Friends 
to Liturgic Forms, do not approve of many Things 
in the Liturgy of the Church of England, and are e- 
qually di ſatisfied with the preſent Way of Worſhip 
in the Church of Scotland, and amongſt our Prote- 
ſtant Diſſenters of all Denominations ; and there- 
fore, for their Sakes, I have ſet myſelf to compole 
a devout and rational Form of Divine Worſhip out 
of the Devotional Parts of Scripture, and the mot 
ancient Liturgies of the Chriſtian Church; how I 
have ſucceeded, . the Reader muſt judge. 
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But, as I have declared my Diſlike of the pre- 
ſent Way, of Worſhip in both our eſtabliſhed 
Churches, and amongſt the Proteſtant Diſſenters, 
it will undoubtedly be expected, that I ſhould give 
ſome Reaſons for it, which I ſhall do with all Plain- 
neſs and Sincerity. | 

The Compilers ofthe Liturgy of the Church o 
England do not ſeem to me to have exerciſed muc 
Judgment or Care, either in the Choice of their 
Materials, or in the Diſpolition of them : I ſhall 
make ſome Remarks upon both, beginning where, 
I think, the Compilers ought to have begun, 
with the Hymnsof Praiſe ; but ſhall confine myſelf 
to thoſe taken out of the Old and New Teſtament, 
which are the whole Book of Pſalms, the Songs of 
Zacharias, the Virgin Mary, and of good OldSimeon. 

The Pſalms are a noble Treaſury of Devotion, 
and afford rich Materials for Hymns of Praiſe ; but 
as they are frequently intermixed with the Perſo- 
nal Affairs of the Author, or the peculiar Concerns 
of the Jewiſh Church and Nation, and ſometimes 
with Denunciations of divine Judgments againſt 
the Enemies of both, they ſhould not, in my Opi- 
nion, be offered up unto God in that promiſcuous 
Manner by Chriſtians; for there is a very great 
Difference between reading the Pſalms, or other 
devotional Parts of the Scripture, as the Com poſi- 
tions of good Men in former Ages, and making 
them Parts of our more immediate Devotions, and 
preſenting them unto God as our own. If we were 
to ſet ourlelves to compoſe Hymns for Chriſtian 
Worſhip, we ſhould not, I am perſuaded, mix the 
peculiar Affairs of the Zewiſþ Church, or the per- 
fonal Concerns of David, with our Compoſitions; | ar: 
and is there not the ſame Reaſon for leaving them | Cl 
out, when we make Uſe of ſuch as are already com- H 

| poſed. 
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poſed. This Matter cannot, I think, be better 


illuſtrated, than by the 95th Pſalm, which is one 


of the ſtated Hymns in the Liturgy of the Church 
of England, and would be a very good one, if we 


: wereto leave off at theſe Words in the 7th Verſe ; 


For we are the People of his Paſture, and the Sheep 


of his Hand; but when we proceed and ſay, That 
7 our Fathers tempted God in the Wilderneſs, and 


that he was grieved with them forty Years, &c. 
we ſay that which is neither proper, nor indeed 
true in the Mouth of Chriſtians. The like Obſer- 
vation might be made on ſeveral other Pfalms, but 
I ſhall not trouble the Reader with them, but go 
on to the New Teſtament Hymns, which are of 
ſuch a ſingular Nature, and relate to ſuch particular 
Events, as render them unfit for general Forms of 
Devotion; and therefore, tho' they may very pro- 
fitably be read like other Scriptures, when con- 
nected with the Hiſtory to which they belong, they 
cannot, I think, with any Manner of Propriety be 
made Parts of our public Worſhip. With what 
Truth can a Man ſtand up in a Chriſtian Congrega- 
tion, and fay, My Soul doth magnify the Lord, and 
my Spirit hath rejoiced in God my Saviour; for he 
hath regarded the low Eſtate of his Handmaid ; for 
behold from henceforth all Generations ſhall call me 
bleſſed : Or, Lord, now letteſt thou thy Servant depart 
in Peace, according to thy Word ; for mine Eyes have 
ſeen thy Salvation. Iam aptto think, if, after the 
repeating of this Hymn, the Congregation were 
to be asked one by one, if they were now willing 
to depart this Lite, there would not be one of them 
of Old Simeon's Mind; and therefore as the Pſalms 
are frequently intermixed with Things foreign to 
Chriſtian Worſhip, and, as the New Teitament 


Hymns never were, nor ever can be proper in the 
Mouths 
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Mouths of any other Perſons than thoſe who ſpoke 
them, would it not be better if they were only 
read in their Turns like other Scriptures, and that 
ſome pious and able Men were employed in com- 
poling Hymns out of the deyotional Parts of the 
acred Writings, to be uſed in our Churches in- 
ſtead of them ? 

My next Remark is upon that odd Form, which 
follows the Confeſſion, and is called, The Abſoluti- 
on or Remi/ſion of Sins, to be pronounced by the Prieſt 
alone; which is ſo worded, as to lead the common 
People into a Notion, that there is ſome Power or 


Authority lodged in the Prieſt for Remiſlion of 


Sins, and yet this mighty Bounce about Power and 
Commandment to pronounce and declare, ends at laſt 


in no Power at all; and we are told, that it is God 


and not the Prieſt who abſolves and pardons. If 
there be any Power or Authority veſted in Prieſts 
to remit Sins, let it be aſſerted and maintained; 
but if there is no ſuch Power, let this Form, which 
looks like a Pretence to it, be laid aſide. That God 
will pardon and accept penitent Sinners, he hath 


abundantly aſſured us in his Word; and therefore 


it may very properly be urged as a Motive to con- 
feſs and forſake Sin; but then ſuch Exhortation 
ſhould preceed, and not follow Confeſſion. 

The next Thing to be obſerved in the Liturgy 
of the Church of England, is the Forms of Prayer; 
in my Remarks upon which, Iſhall paſs over thoſe 
trite Obſervations upon the obſolete Words, and 
uncouth Expreſſions which are to be found in many 
of them, and ſhall only take Notice of the follow- 
ing Things, which ſeem to me to be juſtly excep- 
tionable. 


I. The frequent Repetition of the Lord's Prayer 


in the lame Service, is what I think falls under 


that 
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that Battology, which our Lord condemned at the 
very Time, when he inſtituted it. That this di- 
vine Form ſhould always be made Part of our pub- 
lic deyotions I readily allow; but when it is re- 
ted three or four Times in the ſame Service, it 
ooks as if we thought we ſhould be heard for our 
much Speaking. 

IT. The IntroduQtion of Creeds into public Wor- 
ſhip, is, in my Judgment, both unneceflary and 
improper ; that it is unneceſſary, is evident, becauſe 
the very Act of Worſhip is as much an Evidence of 
our Faith in that God we are worſhipping, as the 
Repetition of any Creed can be; and tho' Creeds may 
be fit to be learnt by Catechumens, or to be uſed 
ina Form of Baptiſm for adult Perſons, yet as they 
have nothing of the Nature of Prayer or Praiſe in 
them, they are by no Means fit to be made Part 
of our public Devotions, and leaſt of all that which 
is commonly called the Athanaſian Creed, which 
hath a damnatory Clauſe affixed both to the Head 
and Tail of it. 

III. Another Thing which I greatly diſlike, is 
the turning of the ten Commandments into Pray- 
ers. A Diſpolition of Mind to obſerve the moral 
Precepts contained in the Commandments, is a 
Thing very fit and proper to be deſired of God, 
and is accordingly made the Subject of a Prayer in 
the following Liturgy; but to repeat the fourth 
Commandment, which requires the ſeventh Day 
to be kept holy, and no Manner of Work to be 
done therein, and then to call upon God To have 
Mercy upon us, and incline our Hearts to keep this 
Law, when at the ſame Time we have no Inten- 
tion tõ keep the ſeventh Day holier than any other 
Day, nor to reſt either from our Labours, or our 
Diverſions therein, but on the contrary ſay, that 

| | Chri- 
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Chriſtians are under no Obligation to obferve it as 
a Day of Reſt; What is this, but a downright 


Mocking of God? and yet as abſurd as this Prac- 
tice appears to be, I rather expect to hear it de- 


fended, than to ſee it amended. 


All that I ſhall further remark upon the Forme 
of Prayer in the Liturgy of the Church of EN 
land, is, that they are many of them ſtrongly tinc- 
tured with the Doctrines of thoſe Times in which 


they were compoſed, which are now ſo generally 
exploded, as not to be believed by one in an hun- 


dred of thoſe, who daily uſe them, and that the 


Doxologies, with which they conclude, are moſt 
of them unſcriptural. 

The laſt Thing I ſhall take Notice of in our e- 
ſtabliſhed Liturgy, is the Form and Order of it, or 
the Diſpoſition of its ſeveral Parts, which is ſuch, 


as I think, affords no very great Idea of the Com- 


Pilers Judgment or Care, but on the contrary ſhows 
that they purſued no Plan, but only pict out what 
was moſt tolerable in the old Service-Books, with- 
out taking any Pains to reduce them into any food 
Method or Order. Let but any impartial Man 
read over the whole Morning Service, and I am 
perſuaded, that notwithſtanding the high Enco- 
miums which ſome weak, tho? pious Men, have 
beſtowed upon the Beauty and Order of it, he will 
be of Opinion, that it is deſtitute of both, unleſs 
the Repetition of the ſame Forms, and offering up 
Requeſts for the ſame Things three or four Times 
inthe ſame Service, is to pals for Beauty; and a 
confuſed Mixture of the different Parts of divine 
Worſhip, is to paſs for Order. But, as the Me- 
thod of a Liturgy is of much leſs Importance than 
the Matter of it, I thall only trouble the Reader 
with one Obſeryation more under this Head, which 
; 183 
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is, that the Liturgy of the Church of England 
begins with Confeffion, contrary to all the anci- 


ent Liturgies of the Chriſtian Church, which con- 


ſtantly and uniformly begin with Adoration and 
Praiſe, of which I ſhall beg Leave to produce a 


few Examples. 


The Liturgy in the ſeventh Book of the Apo- 


ſtolical Conſtitutions, which ſeems to have been 


compoſed for the Zewiſh Chriſtians, begins in the 


following Manner :

7 tioch; and all the ancient Liturgies which I have 
* | feen, beginafter the ſame Manner: and indeed this 
Method of Devotion ſeems to be the beſt and fitteſt 
„in the Reaſon and Nature of Things; for it is high- 
ly reaſonable to ſuppoſe, that when Men have been 
* contemplating the Greatneſs and Majeſty of that 
wry Being againſt whom they have offended, that their 
n Minds will be better diſpoſed to an humble and 
penitent Confeſſion of their Sins and Tranſgreſſi- 
ent ons before him, than they would have been with- 
as: | out ſuch previous Contemplation. 
I am in the next Place to make ſome Obſervati- 
ons upon the preſent Way of Worſhip in the _ 
| B 2 0 
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of Scotland, and amongſt our Prote/ant Diſſenters, 
which I ſhall do with the ſame Freedom I have uſ- 
ed in my Remarks upon the Liturgy of the Church 
of England. 

The Sunday, or Lord's Day Worſhip in the 

Church of Scotland begins, asI am informed, with 
ſinging a Pſalm, then a long Prayer, and after that 
a Sermon, and after the Sermon, what they call a 
Lecture or Expoſition ; and concludes with ſinging 
another Pſalm. 
The Method of Worſhip in our Diſſenting Con- 
gregations, is by no Means uniform; but thoſe 
who preſerve the moſt Appearance of it, begin their 
Service with a ſhort Prayer, then read ſome Part 
of the Scriptures, and after that ſing a Pſalm ; then 
follows a long Prayer, and after that a very long 
Sermon ; and when that is over, the Service con- 
cludes with ſinging a Pſalm, and a ſhort Prayer 
upon which I obſerve; 

Firſt, That in the Church of Scotland, and a- 
mongſt our Prote/ant Diſſenters in England, molt of 
the Time ſet apart for divine Service, is taken u 
with the Sermon, and but a very ſmall Part of it 
employed in that, which may ſtrictly and properly 
be called Devotion; for I think Sermons cannot, 

with any Manner of Propriety, be called by that 
Name ; and what is greatly to be lamented, is, Ado- 
ration, Praiſe, and Thankſgiving, which are the no- 
bleſt and moſt exalted Parts of Devotion, and to 
which, not only Sermons, but even Prayer itſelf 
ought to give Place, makes but a very inconſidera- 
ble Part of the publick Worthip in either of them. 
That Miniſters and People can ſatisfy themſelves 
in going on from Year to Year in this dull, life- 
leſs, indevotional Way, is to me aſtoniſhing : I am 


perſuaded, that, if the Sermons were ſhortned, and 
more 
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more Time was ſpent in immediate Acts of Devo- 
tion, it would be of greater Advantage to both. 

7 Secondh, I obſerve, That in both theſe religi- 
dus Aſſemblies, the different Parts of divine Wor- 
ſhip are jumbled together, and performed with the 
2 fame Tone of Voice, and the ſame Poſture of Bo- 
dy, contrary to all the Rules of Worſhip, and to 
7 the Reaſon of Things; both of which require, 
that our Voice and Geſture ſhould be ſuited to that 
Part of Worſhip we are engaged in. Praiſe and 
Thanſgiving require a lively Voice, and an erect 
Poſture of Body; Humiliation and Confeſſion of 
Sin, a grave Voice, and an humble Geſture, iuch 
as Kneeling or Proſtration ; and Prayer ſhould be 
performed in a Tone of Voice between both, not 
lo lively as Praiſe, nor ſo grave and humble as 
Confeſſion, and in a ſtanding or kneeling Poſture ; 
but it is impoſlible theſe Rules ſhould be oblerved, 
unleſs the different Parts of divine Service are di- 
ſtinctly and ſeparately performed by Forms adapt- 
ed to each, 

Thirdly, J obſerve, That, in the preſent Way 
of Worſhip, both in the Church of Scotland, and 
amongſt our Diſſenters in Exgland, all but ſinging 
the Plalm, is performed by the Miniſter alone, and 
the Congregation are ſo * from bearing any Part 
in it, that they do not ſo much as pronounce one 
ſingle Amen throughout the Whole; which Prac- 
tice, in my Apprehenſion, is contrary to the very 
Nature and End of public Worſhip, which always 
ſuppoſes, that the People join not only mentally, 
but yocally, at leaſt in ſome Parts of it, otherwile 
It can no more be called public Worſhip, than a 
Piece of Muſic performed by a ſingle Hand, can 
de called a Concert. 

Fourthly, I ſhall only trouble the Reader with 
one 
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one Obſervation more, which is general, and re- 


lates to both our eſtabliſhed Churches, and to our 


low 
Worſhip, which is performed by ſinging, which 


in the Church of England is the Pſalms of Sternho/d | 


and Hopkins, and in the Church of Scotland a Ver- 
ſion of their own, commonly called The Scotch 


Pſalms ; to both which we may ſay, as the Prophet 


Malachi did to the Fews, when they offered up 
the Blind and the Lame for Sacrifice, Offer them 
now unto your Governors, andſeeif they will be pleaſ- 
ed with you, and accept your Perſons; Patrick's 
Pſalms, which are generally uſed in our Diſſenting 
Congregations, are much better than the forego- 
ing, tho, I think, inferior to Tate and Bradey's; 
but, as the Pialms in Proſe are, by Reaſon of thoſe 
frequent Intermixtures with Things foreign to 
Chriſtian Worſhip (which have already been men- 
tioned) by no Means fit and proper to be made Part 
of our immediate Devotions, they muſt be equal- 
ly unfit and improper in a metrical Tranſlation, 
which very rarely adds any Beauties to hiſtorical 
Deſcriptions; I would therefore propole, that all 
Things in the Pſalms relating to the national Af. 
fairs of the Zews, or the perſonal Concerns of Da- 
vid, ſhould be left out, and that only ſuch Parts, as 
are purely devotional, ſhould be ſung in our wor- 
ſhiping Aſſemblies. 

f Men of Genius and Leiſure would employ 
ſome Part of their Time in compoſing Hymns for 
Chriſtian Worſhip out of the Pſalms or other devo- 
tional Parts of Scripture, it would be a Service done 
to Religion, and an Honour to themſelves : But 
this, I think, ſhouldnot be done, by taking whole 
Plalms together or in the Lump, but by ſcieQing 
| Things 


ha” gr Diſſenters; and that is, the mean and 
ro viſion which is made for that Part of divine 
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hings of a ſimiliar Nature out of the Pſalms or 
ther Scriptures, and joining them r in the 
eſt Manner. I have inſerted ſome few Examples 


Lit the End of the preſent Liturgy, as Specimens of 


hat I wiſh for. 
The two firſt are from the celebrated Mr. Addi- 


Vn; the two next from an unknown Hand, and the 


reſt from an Eſſay on the Te Deum, and ſome ſe- 
lect Pſalms, which I publiſhed ſeveral Years ago. 


I have now done with my Obſervations, and 


{ſhall think my Time to have been well ſpent, if, by 
| what hath been faid, the Biſhops and Clergy of 


the Church of Exgland, ſhould be moved to review 
and amend the preſent Liturgy; or, if the Church 
of Scotland, or the Proteſtant Diſſenters ſhould here- 


by be reconciled to the Uſe of precompoſed Forms 
0 


Devotion, which, I confels, is what J earneſt] 
deſire; and therefore, as a further Motive, I ſhall 
beg Leave to lay before them ſome of thoſe Ad- 
vantages, which I apprehend, the Uſe of a well 
compoſed Liturgy will be attended with, and the 
Inconveniencies which have ariſen, and do daily 
ariſe from the Neglect of it. 

There are three different Ways or Methods, by 
which they, who deſpiſe or diſuſe ſet Forms of 
Prayer, perform their public Worſhip. 

Some ule what may ſtrictly and properly be cal- 
led extempore or unpremeditated Prayer. 

Others lay down to themſelves ſome general 
Plan or Rule to pray by, and truſt totheir natural 
and acquired Abilities for proper Words and Ex- 
preſſions; and there are others, who write down 
their Prayers, and commit them to their Memory. 

Thoſe who pray extempore, or without any pre- 
vious Preparation, ſay, that precompoſed Forms 
ſtint and reſtrain the Spirit of God in its Operations, 


and 


+ * 
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and hinder the Soul's Enlargement in Duty, as it 
ſhall be moved by the Holy Ghoſt ; and therefore 
they both diſuſe and diſpiſe them as carnal Things, 
and unacceptable to God, and rely wholly upon 
divine Inſpiration, for the Matter and Words of | 
their Prayers, as well as for ſuitable A ffections and 
Diſpoſitions; and under this Pretence ſome of them 
carry their Prejudices to ſuch a Height, as to con- 
demn the Uſe of that Form of Prayer, which our 
Lord taught his Diſciples. | 

But whatever vain Imaginations theſe Men may 
pleaſe themſelves with, let but any Man of com- 
mon Senſe attend their public Prayers, and he will), 
ſoon be convinced, by the Incoherence, Tautolo- E 
gy, and Weakneſs of them, that they are not the | 
Dictates of the Spirit of God, and that they very 
much ſtand in need of precompoſed Forms of pub- 
lic Worſhip, notwithſtanding their Contempt of | E: 
them. 

I can truly ſay, that I have not the leaſt Intention 
to leſſen Mens Dependance upon divine Afliſtance, 
nevertheleſs I cannot but look upon it as the Height [ 
of Folly and Preſumption, to expect that God |? 
ſhould inſpire us in an extraordinary and ſupernatu- ,. * 
ral Way, with ſuch Things, as are attainable b Fr 
the right Uſe of thoſe natural Powers and 1 J 
ties, which he hath already given us; and as to 
the Influences and Operations of the divine Spirit up- 
on our Hearts and Affections, I think they may 
as reaſonably be expected in the Ule of precompoſ- 
ed Forms, as without them. 

To carry on the public Worſhip in either of the T - 
other Ways, with any Degree of Exactneſs, muſt 5 
be very difficult. Men k the greateſt Abilities, p. 
conſidering the Weakneſs and Imbecility of the hu- 7 
man Mind, and how liable it is to be unhinged by nd 

a 
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a thouſand Accidents, muſt ſometimes be at a Loſs, 
and fall into unneceſſary Repetitions; and the 
ſtrongeſt Memories may ſometimes fail, and for- 
et what is next to be ſaid; and when once a Chain 
of Thoughts is broken, it is not preſently faſtened 
again; and therefore, why Men ſhould im poſe ſuch 
Ja Task upon themſelves, or why it ſhould be im- 
oſed upon them by others, I muſt own I am at a 
| Loſs to imagine; * my Part, I can ſee no valua-

with their filthy Converſation and ungodly Deeds. 
Thou art he, O Lord, who didſt crown the Pa- 
tience of Fob with Victory over the Temptor, and 
with a double Portion of temporal Bleſſings; and 
didſt recompence the Piety and Virtue of Foſeph, 
with the Government of Egypt ; for thou art the 
Rewarder of them that fear thee ; and, when the 
Children of 1/rae/! cried unto thee, the God of their 
Fathers, by Reaſon of their Affliction, thou didſt 
hear their Cry; and, by a Series of wonderful Mi- 
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racles, didſt deliver them out of the Hands of the 
Egyptians, who oppreſſed them; and didſt lead 


them thro? the Red Sea, and thro' the Wilderneſs; 


and bear them, as it were, on Eagles Wings, until 
thou hadit brought them to thy holy Mount,where 
they faw thy Glory, and heard thy Voice; and 
from whence thou didſt in a moſt awful Manner de- 
liver them a Syſtem of Moral and Ceremonial 
Laws; the one to be a Rule of Life and Action, 
and the other to be either Memorials of paſt Mer- 
cies and, Deliverances, or Types and Shadows of 
good Things to come; thou didſt alſo enter into 
Covenant with them, and didſt promiſe, in Caſe of 
their Obedience, to be their God, and to take them 
unto thyſelf for a peculiar Treaſure above all Peo- 
ple; and, when thou hadſt brought them into the 
promiſed Land, thou didſt from Time to Time 
raiſe up Prophets and righteous Men to remind 
them of their Obligations to keep thy Command- 
ments, and to callthem to Repentance, when they 
tranſgreſſed them. Thou didit alſo tet them up 
as a Light unto the World; that the Nations round 
ahout them, obſerving the Proſperity and Happi- 
nels which attended them whilſt they kept thy 
Laws, and the dreadful Calamities which befel 
them, when they departed from them, might be 
led tothe Knowledge and Worſhip of the true God; 
but when the Deſigns of thy Providence in ſeparat- 
ing a particular Nation, and diſtinguiſhing them, 
both by Mercies and Judgments, from the reſt of 
Mankind, was no longer to be ſerved by ſuch Se- 
paration and Diſtinction, it pleaſed thee, who art 
rich in Mercy, to ſend thy Son from Heaven, to 
break down the middle Wall of Partition, that 
there might no longer be any Difference between 
F ew and Gentile, but that both might be admitted 
: 0 
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to the ſame Privileges, and be made Members of 
the ſame ſpiritual Community under Jeſus Chriſt, 


che great Apoſtle, and high Prieſt of our Profeſſi- 


on; who was not ordained like thoſe of the Famil 
of Aaron, for a peculiar People, but conſtituted 
like Melchizedec of old, an univerſal High Prieſt 
and Interceſſor for all Mankind; for which End 
and Purpoſe he is not entered into an earthly Sanc- 
tuary, or Holy of Holys made with Hands, but 
into Heaven itſelf, there to appear in the Preſence 
of God for us. 

We acknowledge thy Goodneſs and Mercy in 
ſetting over us an High Prieſt, who is holy, harm- 
leſs and undefiled, ſeparate from Sinners, and made 
higher than the Heavens; who needeth not daily, 
like the High Prieſts under the Law, to offer up 
Sacrifices firſt for his own Sins, and then for the Sins 
of the People; but being himſelf made perfect, 
and having by one Offering for ever perfected them 
that are ſanctified, is become the Author of eternal 
Salvation unto all them that obey him. 

We thank thee, O Lord, that thou haſt not only 
called us to a more pure and ſpiritual Religion by 
Jeſus Chriſt; but haſt moreover encouraged us by 


exceeding great and many Promiſes, to perſe- 


vere in the Practice of it; we alſo bleſs thee for the 
merciful Terms and Conditions of that new Coye- 
nant, which through the Mediation of our great 
High Prieſt thou haſt made with us, by which 
thou art graciouſly pleaſed to ac cept of Repentance 
inſtead of Innocence, and of lincere and earneſt En- 
deavours todo thy Will, and keep thy Command- 
ments, inſtead of perfect and unſinning Obedience. 
We finally offer up our Adorations and Praiſes 
unto thee, the God and Father of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, who by his Reſurrection from the Dead, 
haſt 
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haſt begotten us again unto a lively Hope and Ex- 
pectation of an Inheritance, incorruptible and un- 
defiled, and that fadeth not away, reſerved in Hea- 
ven for us. 

Now unto the God of all Grace, who hath 
called us into his Kingdom and Glory, and unto 
Jeſus, the faithful Witneſs, and firſt begotten of the 
Dead, the Prince of the Kings of the Earth, who 
hath loved us, and waſhed us from our Sins in his 
own Blood, and made us Kings and Prieſts unto 
God his Father, be Glory and Dominion, for ever 
and ever. r
